LAWSUIT 

Hamptons Subway is being sued by Donald 
Trump for $4 million as a result of an altercation 
between a statue of him and a subway door 
at the Southampton station last May 3 at the 
Hampton Bays station.

BURGLARS CAUGHT 

Thanks to an alert straphanger in a subway car 
at the Hither Hills Subway Station on Monday, 
two burglars were arrested red-handed, holding 
rolls of Christmas tree lights that belong to the 
Montauk Historical Society. The straphanger 
pulled the emergency cord, called the subway 
police, and kept the burglars occupied while the 
subway authorities announced a “delay.” The 
police arrived. They handcuffed the two men 
and hauled them away. 

The police report that after they gave 
the suspects the third degree, the burglars 
confessed they had stolen these lights—seven 
hundred feet of them—right off the sides of 
the Montauk Lighthouse where they had been 
attached from the ground to the top since 2007. 
The burglars used ladders, pliers and big potato 
sacks to purloin the lights in a midnight raid last 
Monday. They’d found a buyer—the people that 
keep charge of the Provincetown Lighthouse 
on Cape Cod. They were off to make a delivery. 
The theft follows the announcement that no 
Christmas lights would adorn the Montauk 
Lighthouse in 2016. It was too expensive to 
put up and take down. Cost would be $50,000. 
Apparently, nobody realized that the lights had 
never been taken down after 2007, so all that 
would have to do would be to flip the switch 
to turn them on. Now, with the lights actually 
down and gone, they are right —it would 
cost $50,000.

When Is Main Street Not Main Street? When It’s Woodlot Lane

he powers that be may be changing the 
name of Main Street. It is no longer to be 
called Main Street. It will be called Woodlot 


Lane, so as not to confuse it with the other Main — 


Streets in East Hampton town. 

I suppose you are fairly confused at this 
point. Main Street is Main Street, except when 
it isn’t. We have a Main Street in Southampton, 
in Westhampton Beach, another in Sag Harbor, 
another in Bridgehampton, Amagansett, East 
Hampton, Hampton Bays, Wainscott (where 
they call it Wainscott Main Street), Riverhead 
and Montauk. 

Then there is a Main Street in what used to 
be a little village near Northwest Harbor in 
East Hampton Township. You’d drive up Old 
Northwest Harbor Road, you’d be there. The 
village was founded in 1650 and soon had a 
schoolhouse, a church, a mill, a dock and about 
200 residents. But then around 1860, because 
the big ships coming to the East End were now 
docking at Long Wharf in Sag Harbor, the little 
dock and town called Northwest shut down. 


This was long before roads got paved. Soon 
the abandoned Main Street was covered with 
leaves and vines. 

Now Main Street may be getting the boot. 
Main Streets are okay where they are still main 
streets. In Northwest now, in the woods, we 
may soon welcome Woodlot Lane. 

It’s because of real estate developers. In 
a few wooded areas of Northwest, they’ve 
laid out new paved roads. Up in Northwest, a 
development was put in that now has six houses 
on what is called Main Street. Whether this is 
accurately Main Street from the days of old 
or not is not clear. But whatever it is, the post 
office and the UPS and Fed Ex people sometimes 
make a mistake and deliver packages to Main 
Street in East Hampton that should go to this 
other Main Street. Creating Woodlot Lane will 
fix that. 

Speaking of this, | want to tell you how the 
street I live on may soon have its name changed. 

The other day, someone bought me a small 
white keychain disk that has a battery in it. If you 
lose your keys, you can go to your smartphone, 
press the app—it’s called Chipolo—and on 


your phone you press RING and the disk on the 
keychain chirps and there are your keys, right 
where you last left them. 

Of course, if your keys are too far away to be 
heard, they have another option. Press MAP 
and it tells you where they are, as long as the 
disk is connected to the internet. 

I ran a test when I first got it. I set the keys 
on my desk in the living room, walked into 
the kitchen and pressed RING and it chirped. I 
pressed MAP and a dot appeared on my screen 
and below it, it gave the address of where they 
could be found. 

I live at 28 Three Mile Harbor Hog Creek 
Road. The app said my keys were at 28 County 
Road 40. Yet they were right there on my desk. 
28 Three Mile Harbor Hog Creek Road is a 
County Road. Someone is messing with me. 
Maybe the Russians, maybe Donald Trump, 
maybe who knows? So yes, I also live at 
28 County Road 40. 

Anyway, before the automobile, a dirt road 
went out from Main Street for three miles 
until it reached the headwaters of Three Mile 
Harbor. It stopped there. (Cont'd on next page)

The people of East Hampton fished in Three 
Mile Harbor. And they called the road to it 
Three Mile Harbor Road, because the dirt 
track ran three miles from Main Street. House 
numbers on Three Mile Harbor Road start at 1 
begining where the road leaves town. They got 
up to 320 at the point where the road reached 
the harbor. 

But my house is on the later continuation 
of that road, a quarter-mile past the head 
of the harbor. Around 1920, I believe, 
the Town got the idea to extend 
Three Mile Harbor Road another 
two miles all up along the shore 
of Three Mile Harbor until it 
reached the headwaters of 
this harbor at Gardiner’s 
Bay. The street numbers 
did not continue up from 
320 to 500, however. 
The town decided that 
this ‘new extension should have its 
own name. Because where it dead- 
ended at Gardiner’s Bay, it met up 
with Hog Creek Road, they decided 
road signs should read “Three Mile 
Harbor Extension to Hog Creek 
Road.” Soon, the “to” was removed. 
Then “Extension” was removed. So 
today it is “Three Mile Harbor Hog 
Creek Road.” 

I might add that this road from 
downtown is pretty near straight the 
whole way. When a furnace repairman 
asks where | live, I always say “the 


street numbers start at 1 and go up to 320, then 
start back at 1 again. My house is at 28, the 
second time the numbers go up.” 

It usually works, except that elsewhere 
in town there is a Three Mile Harbor Drive. 
Another problem. Or, a service man will use a 
GPS and God knows where he will wind up. 

Well, sitting at my desk, I entered 28 County 
Road 40 on my cell phone, and there it was, 
right where | was sitting. Curious, I entered 1 

County Road 40, and the dot was three miles 

away where the street begins its journey 

from town out to the harbor. That’s crazy. 

I tried 2 County Road and that brings you 

to where the numbers go up for the 
second time. So between 1 and

But one night, 
locals rowed out and rescued Von Scoy, and 
he went into hiding for the rest of the war. He’s 
considered a hero. =

Then there was the villain Josiah Kirk. He 
bought 400 acres of Northwest in 1860, fenced 
it off and refused to let locals onto his property 
or onto the arc of the beach where his home 
fronted. Locals had been gathering seaweed 
from along the shore there for house bedding 
and wall insulation, but Kirk put a stop to it by 
suing everybody and putting up Keep Out signs. 
In 1880, though, he went bankrupt, got sent to a 
debtor’s prison in Yaphank and died there. 

In 1890, with the unpleasant memory of Kirk 
still-in everyone’s minds, the last local farmer 
left Northwest Harbor, making it a ghost town. 
All it is now is a memory, along with the school 
foundation, a monument, Scoy’s Pond, and the 
foundations of Von Scoy’s and Kirk’s houses. 
And now, Woodlot Lane. £&.

What was your inspiration for this piece? 
Color. The orange of the pumpkins in the 
foreground with the activity of the farmstand 
and the cultivated fields in the background 
provides wonderful inspiration for a painting. 
The flag adds a whole other dimension to the 
subject. It’s a great setting for that symbol. 


You were born in Uruguay and have lived in 
New York City and Barcelona. What brought 
you to the East End? 

When I was seven years old, two significant 


events collided. There was a 
U.S.-backed military coup 
in Montevideo, and_ the 
Guggenheim Museum was 
holding a major retrospective 
in New York of my grandfather, 
Joaquin Torres-Garcia’s work. 
My parents took us by ship 
to New York. Because of the 
political situation, and the 
opportunities for my father 
and his career as an artist, we 
never left. 


You come from a long line of 
distinguished painters. Do you 
sometimes feel pressured to 
continue that family tradition? 

I think I feel pressure to _ succeed, 
yes. However, it was always my _ natural 
inclination to be an artist. | never considered 
another career. 

Of course, I feel most connected to the roots 
of my family: My grandfather, Joaquin Torres- 
Garcia; my father, Horacio Torres; and my uncle 
Augusto Torres. My father passed away when I 
was a young teen, but in my 20s I spent many 
years studying in Barcelona under my uncle. 


Some of your work is en plein air. Do you 
prefer that to working in a studio? 

I try to equally balance my work between 
working in a studio and working from nature. 
The work is different. If you look on my website 


\ 
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you will see studio work and 
plein air as well as reclaimed 
wood sculpture. You could 
say my art wears these three 
different hats. 

Plein air provides me with 
a regular interaction with the 
outside world and a certain type 
of discipline. I try to go out and 
paint every day. It helps to keep 
me sharp. Working in the studio 
is an introverted experience, 
but it allows me more reflection 
and more opportunity to work 
at any time. 


What one painting from history 
do you wish you could have created? 

“Las Meninas” by Diego Velazquez. It’s 
his monumental court painting for King 
Philip IV of Spain. I have seen it many times and 
I never cease to learn from it. 


Do you have any advice for aspiring artists? 
Study the masters, be goal-oriented, work 
hard and believe in yourself.

Save the Houseplants! Kill the Slugs!

My progress towards winter 
mode has begun thanks to a 
possible storm. There was a 
tropical storm threatening 
this weekend, so I brought my 
houseplants inside to avoid 
their being blown across the 
yard in high winds. It’s amessy 
task and one that marks the 
beginning of a new cycle in the 
garden. Messy because I clean 
all of the plants of dead and broken leaves, cut back 
and prune, if needed, and remove all of the debris 
that has accumulated outside all summer. The plants 
get a good shower to remove dust and any insects on 
their leaves. And they all get a few grains of Sluggo to 
kill any slugs in their pots. Slugs in houseplants, you 
ask? Oh yes —plan on it and apply the Sluggo! 

Some plants need repotting. We might think that 
a bigger living space sounds good but that’s not 
always the case for plants..Some like to be pot 
bound. I have a clivia that has roots on the top of the 
soil but I know it’s not ready for a new pot. I don’t 
repot my cacti until they are almost root bound. | 
have two rhizomatous begonias that | rarely repot. A 
squirrel jumped on my very old geranium and broke 
it. | repotted the small, remaining piece into a much 
smaller pot. I have three agaves that I saved as small 
plants at the end of a previous summer that have 
done well. They got repotted. 


And there are some plants that had grown 
and needed larger pots. (Do follow the rule of . 
repotting and increase the pot size by only 
1”.) I also have some that will probably never 
get repotted. I have a huge old Christmas 
cactus that I never even move. | have three 
specimen Sansevierias that grow so slowly 
that they won’t need repotting for eons, anda 
night blooming cereus that I’m afraid-to repot 
because it’s already a monster. 

The cacti and succulents go into the 
sunniest window in the house, which is in my 
studio. The rest go into the living room, which 
has big windows but gets some shade from a 
tree just outside. Now that they are back in 
the house, everything feels right again and 
preparations for winter are not far off. 

I also took the storm as a good reason to 
start cleaning up the yard and begin organizing 
for winter. Things just get put in piles as the 
season progresses...piles of pots, piles of bamboo, 
piles of hoses and piles of things that I might just 
“need.” We straightened out the pots and got the 
black plastic planter pots ready to go, the transfer 
station for recycling. We cleaned the place where the 
terracotta and “better” pots will be put upside down 
for the winter. I parted with the bamboo pile and sent 
it to the dump. We restacked the ladders and made 
a place for the wheelbarrows. We put the partial 
bags of leftover potting soil in the shed (which will 
definitely need a good cleaning before winter!) 

It’s that time of year. There are pumpkins among

the chrysanthemums at the garden centers and the 
last of the tropicals, as well as annuals, perennials, 
trees and shrubs are on sale. 

There are more insects in the garden it 
seems, all looking for food for their next life cycle. 
There’s a monarch caterpillar on the milkweed | 
planted last year. The calamintha is aflutter with 
bees and butterflies and I have seen a couple of adult 


praying mantises. @@
